He was alleged to have said in 
a speech that “ you can see so and 
so and get a bill introduced for 
$500” , and the committee asked 
him to tell them who might be 
involved.

To the Honorable Investigating 
Committee of the Senate: 
Gentlemen: 


I have been subpoenaed as a 
witness in the investigation of 
misconduct of public officials. 
I 
have no knowledge of any mis 
conduct of any public official. I 
see by the release in the press 


a statement that I was reported 


to have made to the annual meet­ 


ing of the members of Medina 


Electric Cooperative on Ju ly 13, 
1957. I did not make the state­ 


ment as quoted. I did not state 
“ It gives you a funny, sinking, 


sick feeling in your stomach when 


you are told to see so-and-so and 
he will get your bill introduced 


for $500.00.” I did not consult or 


ask any Senator or Representa­ 
tive to sponsor or introduce, nor 
did I have anything to do with 
securing the introduction of the 
Coop legislation in the last ses­ 
sion. Neither did I have anything 
to do with the introduction of any 
other bill in the regular session of 
this Legislature. 
In 
my report, 
which wa* not a prepared speech, 
I did refer to corruption in Texas 
politics and I did display the Ju ly 


copy of Look magazine 


which 
contained 
an article en­ 


titled “ How Corrupt is Texas?” 


written by Mr. 
Dan C. Fowler. 


And I did say that “ it gives me a 
funny, sinking, sick feeling in my 


stomach to see t h o s e 
articles 


about corruption 
in Texas 
and 
about how legislation can be kill­ 


ed by paying from $500.00 to $5, 
000.00.” And I did state as was 


further quoted in the paper, “ I 
hope that the people of the State 


of Texas will get sick enough of 
this sort of situation to become 


realistic” and I further said that 


“ with higher pay that we should 


get the highest type of men to 
serve in our Legislature.” I also 
said that "o f the many people 
here in this audience that there 
are three or four lawyers and that 
I would like to ask them if tbs* 


can afford to run for the Legisla­ 
ture with the present pay scale.” 


The answer was in the negative. 


Then I urged them to use their 


votes and influence to pass the 


Constitutional amendment raising 


the salaries of the

Phil C. Jagge has recently been 
selected as the outstanding wild­ 
life rancher in the Medina Valley 
Soil Conservation 
District. 
The 
supervisors of the district made 
the selection after giving close 
consideration 
to 
a l l 
ranches 
carrying on wildlife work. 
The 
Devine 
Chamber of Commerce 
presented the award to Jagge on 
October 22 at Devine. The Hondo 
and 
Devine Chamber of Com­ 
merce 
alternate 
in 
giving 
the 
award to the outstanding Con­ 
servation 
and 
wildlife 
rancher 
each year in the district. 
The P. C. Jagge ranch is locat­ 
ed 20 miles north of Hondo, on the 
Hondo and Tarpley road. 
It is 
"omnosed of 2100 acres of beauti­ 
ful hill country, an area known for 
its good ranches and as a haven 
for wildlife. Even with the past 
droughty years, the Tagge ranch 
‘•’ardlv looks 
as though it ha I 
none through dry weather. 


Jagge was one of the first men 
in Medina County to ask the statn 
wildlife department in Austin for 
help in this county in protecting 
wildlife. He has worked hard in 
promoting wildlife 
development 
on his ranch and throughout tim 
entire county. 
He has attended 
wildlife meetings over the 
state 
and county in hopes of bettering 
himself and his friends in the 
field and he was one of the firs* 
men in the county to work laws to 
protect wildlife in the state of 
foxas. It was the desire to keen 
natures g r e a t g i f t , 
and the 
amount of revenue wildlife would 
contribute to Medina County, that

caused Jagge to work so hard in 
the wildlife field, 
according to 
county soil conservation men. 
He has observed the habits of 
wildlife 
a n d 
has 
modeled his 
ranch to fit their desires. One of 


the most important things in wild- 
life care is to have a good cover 
of grass and another is plenty of 
water. Both of these have top 
priority on the J a g g e ranch. 
Some feeding of wildlife is done 


on the ranch during the winter 
months, but it is the belief of the 
rancher, that n a t u r e s feed is 
much better for wildlife than feed 
from a sack. Both deer and tur­ 
key w ill do much better when 


there is an abundance of grass on 
the ranch, Jagge believes. 


Although there is a good cover 
over the entire ranch, one area of 
about 20 acres is fenced off from 
the other pastures. The 
rancher 
pointed out, that this was a w ild­ 
life r e f u g e where nothing but 
wildlife could 
enter. 
He 
stated 
that turkey could not nest proper­ 
ly without good cover and seclu­ 
sion from livestock. W ild turkeys 
are in abundance there. 


The Jagge ranch has 15 hunters 
every year, plus the fam ily on the 
ranch. Each hunter could easily 
get his lim it both in deer and tur­ 
key each year if he desired to do 
so. 
Most hunters on the ranch 
have been leasing for a number 
of years. One hunter mentioned, 
has been coming to the ranch for 
17 years. 


The abundance of wildlife and 
the condition of the Jagge ranch 
can be attributed 
to one 
thing, 
range management, according to 
soil conservation men. The range 
policy of take half and leave half 
has been in practice on this ranch 
for 35 years. Stocking has always 
been according to the condition 
of the range. Today there are 50 


head of cattle on 2100 acres. As 


seasons and conditions change so 


do the number of head on the 
ranch. 


These qualifications made Ph il 


C. Jagge the outstanding wildlife

Parents Must Make Halloween 
Fun Day Instead Of Pest Day 


Originators of the observance of All Saints Day 
probably never realized 
how the eve would be 
marked in the 20th Century. 


Originally a religious day, preceding the day 
when people honor the dead by taking flowers to 
cemeteries, it has now developed into a hilarious 
celebration for youngsters— Hallowe’en. 
Some 20 years ago and on back into earlier 
decades, pranksters 
were 
in 
their 
hey-day and 
hardly an outdoor privy around was standing up­ 
right on the morning after. 
Then about IO years ago, somebody started 
this 
trick or treat business. 
For grammar school-aged children, who fol­ 
low the rules, the game is both fun for kids and 
harmless for adults on whom they call. But there 
is a limit to all good things and probably here the 
parents of children involved are more responsible 
for the overdoing than are the youngsters themsel­ 
ves. 
There is the case, for instance, of the parents 
who allow their youngsters to make the rounds not 
just once, on Ha I lo we en night, but also for several 
nights in advance. This practice is neither fair to 
adults nor to the children, as it approches the 'pest' 
stage. 
Or another is the child who has not been taught 
fair p'ay. And here we mean the one who will 
knock, say "trick or treat 
and then proceed to mark 
all over the window screens while the householder 
has gone to another room to get them a 
"treat . 
Parents should point out to their youngsters that 
they are not playing fair when they indulge in such 
actions. 
And certainly high school youngsters are too 
old to go around with shopping bags asking for 
treats. Coming from a tiny little spook, who fre- 
guently does not realize the meaning of the words., 
the trick or treat line may be cute. Coming from a 
soon-to-be adult, it sounds ridiculous and 
if the 
speakers do not realize it, their parents should tell 
them so. 
Hallowe en can be a happy event for the chil­ 
dren and a painless one for parents if all concern­ 
ed follow the rules, but it is the parents place to 
teach the youngsters right from wrong and tricks 
from destruction.

Maybe man w ill be able to 
conquer space some day but 
somebody is gonna have to stay 
behind and keep on conquering 
this land, 
although 
I'll admit 
there arc times, when I look at 
this place, when I believe I ’d 
just as soon tackle space.

Domestic d e m a n d for agr! 
cultural products will probably be 
good in 1958, because consumer 
iacome should remain at a high 
level, and general economic acti 
vity should continue strong. How 
ever, there arc signs of weaken 
mg. 
At present time, it appears that 
exports in this fiscal year. July I, 
1957. to July I, 1958. may not be 
as high as they were last year, ac­ 
cording 
to John 
G. 
McHaney, 
Texas AAM extension economist. 
Agricultural exports in the fiscal 
year 1956 .77 were about 35 per­ 
cent greater than the preceding, 
due primarily to government ex­ 
port programs. The main trouble 
with agriculture, says the econo­ 
mist, is that our production is 
overexpanded in terms of avail­ 
able markets. 
Cattle prices in 1957 are better 
than in 1956 because of higher in­ 
comes, a larger number of peo­ 
ple, a smaller slaughter and im­ 
proved 
range conditions which 
have created a good demand for 
range cattle. Cattle prices in 1958 
will probably be somewhat higher 
than in 1957 because employment 
and incomes should be high and 
the number slaughtered 
should 


be a little less than in 1957, points 
out McHaney. 
Feeder cattle will probably not 
decline as much seasonally this 
fall as they usually do because 
there will be an abundance of 
cheap feed in the for rn of corn, 
grain sorghum and other grains, 
says the economist. This should 
create a good demand for feed­ 
ers. Hog production in 1958 will 
probably be larger than in 1957, 
and beef will have lo compete 
with more pork. Poultry products 
will also give beef strong competi­ 
tion. 
It is estimated that about 418 
million bushels of grain sorghum 
will be harvested this year. This 
is more than double last year’s 
crop and is 72 percent more than 
the record crop of 1955. The pro 
duction of corn is average. The 
oat crop is 20 percent larger than 
last year and the barley crop is 
up 17 percent. As a result. Mc 
Haney says that lower feed prices 
can be expected during the feed 
ing year of 1957-58. 
The cotton picture shows that 
the carry-over is down and the 
acreage is down; the big "un­ 
known” is how much cotton will 
be exported in 1957-58

C A R D O F T H A N K S 


Another time, 
when 
return 
mg from 
Eagle Pass in the 
early spring of 1867, Mr. Black. 
of Uvalde, and Angel Torres, of 
San Antonio, acompanicd me as 
passengers, and 
Pablo Castro 
drove the hack. 
We were all 
well armed and had plenty of 
ammunition, 
but our journey 
was not interrupted until we 
reached a point a b o u t four 
miles west of Turkey Creek on 
the Eagle Pass Road. We were 
in an open prairie, about four 
o'clock in the afternoon, when 
we saw a party of eleven Indi­ 
ans, whose movements indicat­ 
ed that we were in for a fight, 
and we prepared for trouble. 


“ Perhaps t h e y 
thought it 
would be an easy thing to take 
our scalps, and they charged 
toward us, uttering their terri­ 
fic war-whoops, but their veils 
only frightened the mules, and 
Pablo had all he could do to 
keep them from running away. 
Black and myself took a posi­ 
tion in front of the animals, but 
Torres stood a l o n e near a 
crooked mesquite tree, and we 
waited u n t i l we could shoot 
with accuracy. 


‘The Indians saw that the 
mules w e r e frightened, 
and j 
with t h e intention o fstam- 
eding them they strung out in a 
circle, about two hundred and 
fifty yards distant from us, in 
which they rode singlely about 
fifty yards apart. 
The move­ 
ment was one in which they 
were well trained, because the 
distances were 
kept 
remark­ 
ably w e l l . Their actions re­ 
minded me of a circus, but I 
did not look at them with the 
same sensations 
of pleasure. 
The continued 
series of war- 
whoops and y e l l s which ac­ 
companied their performances 
failed to make the mules break 
away before they were well se­ 
cured, and our uneasines swas 
removed on that account. 


“ In the meantime we were 
not idle, although we found it 
was impossible to do any ef­ 
fective work at that distance, 
because the indians clung to 
the opposite s i d e s of their I 
horses, out of sight, and tile !

Finally one of the horses drop­ 
ped in his tracks, and the dis­ 
mounted 
Indian 
hastened

cinity. The range was open be­ 
fore him, and he fired several 
shots at Torres without effect 
before that gentleman realized 
that he was being used as a tar 
get, and when a bullet threw 
bark in his face from a limb 
that served as a rest for his 
rifle, he abandoned his exposed 
position and joined Black and 
myself in front of the mules. 


“ The instant 
the horse fell 
one of the Indians uttered a pe 
culiar 
whoop 
w h i c h 
made 
Torres think one of them was 
wounded, but it was explained 
when they gathered near the 
animal and proceeded to rescue 
the Indian. After he wa Mitounl- 
ed behind one of them they 
I sped away, uttering a series of 
war-whoops until 
they 
disap­ 
peared over a neighboring hill. 


“ The fight only lasted about 
fifteen minutes, in which time 
about seventy-five shots 
were 
fired, and the only trophy of the 
battle was a dead horse! 
The 
carcass was examined and a 
hole was found, about two in­ 
ches below the base of the left 
ear, where the bullet had en­ 
tered 
that caused his death. 
The investigation d e c i d e d 
question with reference to who 
fired the fatal shot by awarding 
j 
the honor to Black and his five- 
shot Colts rifle, because it was 
evident that the wound was not 
j 
made by a Henry rifle, the wea- 
pen carried by Torres and my­ 
self. The only thing left by the 
owner that might have served ! 
as a memorial of our victory 
was a piece of rope around the 
beast’s neck, and that we did 
not remove. 


“ Torres conducted an estab 
1 
fished business in both Piedras j 
Negras and San Antonio, and it I 
was necessary for him to visit 
those places frequently, conse- ; 
quently he was often on the I 
road, and generally he traveled 
with me. When Henry rifles, 
that chambered eighteen car­ 
tridges, were first put on the 


market they cost $95 apiece, 
and Torres and myself probab 
ly owned 
the first that were 
brought to Texas. We ordered 
them through Mr. Hummed, of 
San Antonio, the father of Char­ 
les Hummel, 
now City Trea­ 
surer of said city, 
who still 
keeps up the business of Hum 
mel and Son. This was our first 
opportunity to test them in bat­ 
tle. and perhaps the 
Indians. 
who knew nothing about them! 
were disconcerted by our rapid 
fire. 
We were much pleased 
with 
them, 
and 
although 
we 
could not brag on our marks­ 
manship on that occasion, 
but 
it was no proof that Mr. Black’s 
rifle was superior because it 
was the only weapon that drew 
blood, or that Pablo’s Spencer 
carbine, which he did not have 
an opportunity to use, was not 
just as good. 


“ The Indians t h a t we en 
countered belonged to the same 
tribe that killed John Sanders 
three days before. 
He resided 
on the Rio Frio, b e l o w the 
Eagle Pass road, and he was a 
good friend of m i n e . 
They 
would have made a good haul 
by capturing mv hack, as I had 
ten thousand dollars in Mexican 
silver that was consigned to 
Goldfrank, 
F r a n k and Co., 
wholesale dry goods merchants 
in San Antonio. 


Mr. 
Black 
was 
afterwards 
killed by Tom Wall, in Uvalde, 
and Angel Torres, who was an 
uncle of Modesto Torres, of San 
Antonio, 
is 
also dead. 
Pablo 
Castro afterwards j o i n e d a 
band of cattle thieves and was 
killed near the Rio Grande. 


“ On 
another t r i p , 
in 
the 
spring of 186, Thomas 
B. 
Mc 
Manus and Sam 
W h i t e , of 
Eagle

Sohleuning, now in Austin, ac 
companied me to San Antonio.
